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DISCIPLINE 


The  discipline  maintained  has  been  of  a  high  order.  Ever>i;hing 
possible  has  been  done  to  encourage  the  members  of  the  Force  to 
take  a  deep  interest  in  their  work,  and  they  responded  very  satis- 
factorily. 

The  morale  of  the  Force  has  been  exceptionally  good.  We  have 
found  the  members  always  willing  and  eager  to  execute  orders 
promptly  and  to  the  best  of  their  ability.  All  laws  have  been  im- 
partially enforced  and  the  offenders,  without  discrimination  or  preju- 
dice, have  been  prosecuted  in  accordance  with  the  legal  procedure. 

There  were  ten  officers  arraigned  before  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Safety  on  charges  of  violation  of  the  rules  of  the  Department.

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CRIME  CONDITIONS 

The  record  of  crime  complaints  shows  an  increase  approximately 
11%  in  excess  of  those  for  the  year  of  1923. 

The  crimes  showing  the  greatest  increase  were  petit  larceny  and 
automobile  thefts.  Such  crimes  were  committed  under  circumstances 
which  did  not  permit  of  police  surveillance  or  of  precautions  that 
might  have  prevented  them.  We  have,  however,  made  every  effort 
to  recover  property  stolen  and  to  apprehend  the  criminals.

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BURGLARIES 

There  were  663  burglaries  reported  during  the  year  1924.  The 
greater  number  of  burglaries  were  of  a  petty  nature,  and  an  inves- 
tigation of  them  has  revealed  the  fact  that  the  great  majority  of 
them  were  committed  by  boys  and  youths  of  the  ages  of  12  to  18 
years.  There  were  very  few  cases  that  bore  the  earmarks  of  pro- 
fessional  work.

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PREVENTION  OF  CRIME 

The  police  have  been  constantly  on  the  alert  and  have  employed 
every  possible  means  at  their  command  to  suppress  everything  that 
would  suggest  or  encourage  crime. 

We  have  used  our  best  efforts  to  discourage  idleness  and  the 
lounging  of  boys  and  girls  about  resorts  of  questionable  character, 
and  we  have  encouraged  such  to  engage  in  useful  employment  by 
aiding  them  to  get  work. 

The  captains  of  the  precincts  and  their  subordinates  keep  in 

touch  with  industrial  conditions  and  have  been  quite  successful  in 

finding  positions  for  such  as  were  honestly  seeking  and  in  need  of 
remunerative  employment. 

Commercialized  amusements  of  all  kinds  have  been  supervised 
for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  morals  of  the  young  and  susceptible. 

Excluding  auto  thefts,  the  records  of  crime  complaints  show 
an  increase  of  127c  in  crimes  of  the  grade  of  felony. 

The  principal  increases  were  for  burglary  and  larceny  and  rob- 
bery. There  were  663  cases  of  burglary  and  larceny  reported  in 
1924  as  compared  with  555  in  1923.  There  were  46  cases  of  robbery 
reported  in  1924  as  compared  witTi  19  in  1923. 

When  arrests  were  made  in  cases  of  the  above  character,  it  was 
discovered  that  the  offenders  were  usually  boys  and  youths  between 
the  ages  of  12  and  20  years. 

Many  of  these  have  been  previously  arrested  and  arraigned  in 
Children's  Court  and  were  on  parole.  Others  were  on  parole  from 
reform  schools  and  reformatories. 

Those  who  had  never  been  arrested  for  or  convicted  of  crime 
were  the  associates  of  previous  offenders. 

The  operations  of  professional  thieves  were  discernible  in  but 
four  or  five  cases,  which  is  evidence  of  the  vigilance  of  the  police 
and  their  knowledge  of  professional  criminals. 

The  Bureau  of  Criminal  Records  is  quite  complete,  and  detec- 
tives and  police  officers  are  encouraged  to  study  them  in  order  that 
they  may  be  prepared  to  identify  persons  having  criminal  records 
should  they  appear  in  our  city.  In  this  way  we  are  enabled  to  pre- 
vent them  from  operating  here.

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Comparatively  crime  in  this  city  is  less  than  the  average  by  a 
very  good  margin,  which  record  speaks  convincingly  for  the  efficiency 
of  the  police. 

We  are  quite  well  satisfied  with  our  record  and  will  strive  in  the 
future  to  maintain  it  and,  if  possible,  improve  on  it. 

THE  MOTOR  VEHICLE  SQUAD 

The  motor  vehicle  squad  haj  done  excellent  service  during  the 
past  year. 

Each  vehicle,  we  estimate,  is  capable  of  performing  services 
equal  to  what  can  be  accomplished  by  five  officers  on  foot. 

Quick  response  to  emergency  calls  is  appreciated  by  the  public, 
and  many  crimes  are  prevented  by  the  motor  vehicle  officer  because 
he  is  able  to  reach  the  scene  of  disorder  quickly. 

PROBLEMS  OF  THE  YEAR 
Control  of  Youth 

The  outstanding  problem  of  to-day  is  the  control  of  our  boys  and 
girls.  That  there  is  a  tendency  towards  a  more  liberal  interpretation 
of  the  moral  law  is  apparent. 

The  things  which  in  the  past  were  considered  scandalous  and 
for  that  reason  were  frowned  upon  and  avoided  are  now  permitted 
and  looked  upon  as  smart  and  proper. 

Less  than  ten  years  ago  if  a  woman  appeared  on  a  theater  stage 
with  bared  legs  she  would  be  promptly  arrested  upon  a  charge  of 
indecency.    To-day  it  is  the  rule. 

The  new-fangled  dances  are  grossly  immodest  and  positively  dan- 
gerous to  morals. 

Speak-easies  and  roadhouses  are  patronized  without  reservation 
by  the  good  and  bad,  where  they  mingle  in  dance  and  revelry  which 
tends  to  demoralize  the  one  and  encourage  the  other  to  greater  license 
of  conduct. 

Boys  and  girls  in  their  teens  are  now  known  to  indulge  in  strong 
drink,  and  many  carry  a  flask  of  whiskey  in  the  hip  pocket  which 
they  seem  proud  to  exhibit  and  dispense  w^hen  out  for  a  good  time. 

A  good  time  of  the  character  above  described  is  expensive  and 
only  the  privileged  cla?s  can  indulge  in  them. 
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But  the  example  set  by  them  has  the  effect  of  exciting  envy  in 
the  hearts  of  those  who  have  not  the  means  to  take  advantage  of  such 
pastime,  but  having  the  desire,  v^ill  find  a  way  of  getting  the  money 
necessary,  and  they  will  either  borrow  from  their  friends  or  steal 
to  gratify  their  desire,  which  is  no  doubt  the  primary  cause  of  many 
larcenies  reported  to  the  police. 

Prevention  of  Accidents 

Every  precaution  possible  is  taken  for  the  prevention  of  traffic 
accidents.  The  streets  are  posted  with  warning  signs;  the  roads  are 
marked  with  words  of  caution  and  police  officers  (city  and  state)  are 
constantly  warning  and  arresting  offenders,  and  yet  accidents  are 
occurring  in  increased  numbers. 

Reckless  driving  is  observed  every  minute  of  the  day  and  night. 
Court  fines  or  prison  sentences  do  not  seem  to  have  any  effect  in 
curbing  carelessness  or  recklessness  of  auto  drivers.  With  such  a 
condition  facing  us,  what  must  be  done  to  compel  care  and  rea:on 
of  drivers? 

We  can  advise  nothing  short  of  strict,  and  when  w^e  say  strict 
we  mean  enforcement  to  the  letter  of  the  law.  Quick  court  action 
and  sure  punishment  for  offenders,  impartial  treatment  of  all — rich 
and  poor,  high  and  low — then,  and  not  until  then,  will  operators  of 
automobiles  drive  their  cars  carefully. 

Aulomobile  Thefis 

As  was  to  be  expected,  there  was  an  increa:e  in  the  number  of 
automobils  reported  stolen  during  the  year,  but  we  find  consolation 
in  the  fact  that  a  higher  percentage  of  recoveries  have  been  effected 
and  arrests  made  for  the  thefts  of  automobiles. 

For  the  protection  of  automobile  owners,  four  officers  have  been 
assigned  to  the  special  task  of  investigating  automobile  theft:  and 
the  recovery  of  stolen  cars. 

Dangerous  Weapons 

To  discourage  the  carrying  of  dangerous  weapons  the  members 
of  the  entire  force  have  been  ordered  to  be  at  all  times  on  the  alert 
and  to  search  anyone  whom  they  may  suspect  of  having  dangerous 
weapons  in  their  possession  and  arrest  them  if  found  carrying  a 
weapon. 

In  this  work  we  have  had  the  most  hearty  co-operation  of  the 
Judge  of  the  Criminal  Court.

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Social  Evil 

To  hold  in  check  the  social  evil,  every  complaint  of  disorderly 
conduct  on  the  part  of  men  and  women  has  been  quickly  and  thor- 
oughly investigated  and  we  are  able  to  say  that  no  places  or  resorts 
for  prostitutes  can  exist  for  any  length  of  time  without  discovery  and 
suppression. 

Liquor  Traffic 

In  co-operation  with  the  Federal  authorities  we  have  constantly 
and  p'ersistently  enforced  the  law  relating  to  the  traffic  in  liquor.

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DETECTIVE  BUREAU 

The  Detective  Bureau  investigated  1,129  cases  of  larceny  and 
17  cases  of  homicide. 

In  addition  they  have  done  excellent  work  in  the  prevention  of 
crime. 

They  have  not  recovered  as  large  a  percentage  of  stolen  prop- 
erty as  we  would  like  to  be  able  to  report,  but  since  most  of  the  thefts 
were  of  a  petty  nature  and  the  inability  of  owners  to  identify  prop- 
erty when  recovered,  has  been  one  of  the  principal  reasons  why  we 
are  not  able  to  make  a  better  showing. 

The  statistical  report  eml)odied  herein  will  show  that  a  very  small 
number  of  crimes  were  committed  by  professional  criminals,  which 
is  a  tribute  to  the  ability  of  the  detectives  to  keep  such  away  from 
our  city.
